Jedter the decision of the Jury demying ihe
oluima 1o royaity of the so-called “'Princess
Olive,” and the convietion of a large porilon ol
the jpubhc that the verdict was dictated by
expediency, and not justified by the facts brougat
forwanrd. The nacrative ol “Priacess Olive" is
an historical romunce which can hardly 1ull to
interest your renders,
Mrs, Ryves petitioned loprove that her mother
was Lhe [egitimure danghter of Heary Frederick,
" Dukeof Qumberinnd, who was lawitully married
to vlive Wilmot, and prayed that such provision
might be made for bersell as wonld pluos her in
the station 1n society which the circumatances
ol her birth jusuty, To us the internnl evi-
dence that the Duke of Camberland was legully
married to Olive Wilmot, and (hat he afterwards
committed bignmy, 18 very strong.  T'nere 08 less
reason 1o believe that his brother, George IT1,
wus gullty ol the same offense when he married
Princess Charlotte; and yet there is suflicient
testimony o1 his previous union with Hanoah
Lighttoot to claim, at least, investigation. To
establish, bevond a doubt, the existence of this
first union would be to prove thut als suceessors
were not legitimate heirs to the throme, and
Queen Victoria wag uot rightfal Sovereign of
Great Britnin, However startling and terribie
in ite ettecte would be such a revelation, the his
torian has only to deal with facts, irrespective
ol Fequences,

An nttumlat was made by Mrs. Ryves, at the
vecent trinl, to prove that George llI. when
Prince of Wales, contracted a secret marriage
with Hannah Laghtioot i 17569, Dr. Wilmot
was the officiating clerzyman, Papers of Dr.
Wilmot's were produced in court, certifying to
the marriage, ot wliich two cons dnd a daughier
were the issue. A paper, supposed to be writion
by Hannah Lightioot, sizned *Haonah Regina,™
bequeaths ber ehildren to the protection of their
royal father, And to Clive Wilmot, daughter ol
Dr. Wilmot, her be-t Iriend, she leaves all the
prolwrly to which she may be entitled.

%i?cl:;rgc il with FPrincess Charlotte took place

The Rev, James Wilmot,D. D,, ol Baron-on-the-
Heath, Warwickshire, was privately marmed to
Olive, danghter ol Stanislaus, the last Kiog ot
Poland. They had one daughtar, also named
Olive, who geew up 1o be exceedingly beautiiul
and sccomplished, She was nineteen when his
Royal Highuess, Henry Frederick, Duke ol
Cumberlsnd, brother to George 111, became so
deeply enamored t.at he offered her his hand,
The marringe ceremony wis *wrrormed by her
father, Dr. Wilmot, according to the rites of the
Church of l‘:nglnmf. on the 4th of March, 1767,
at the honse of Lord Archer, in Grosvenor
strr:e'.h(}ro-swnor Square, in the presence of
Lord Warwick, and is atiested by the written
decluration ot ford Chatham and J. Dunnine,
Esq., siterwards Lord Ashburion. The certlfi-
eate 18 werilled by the sign-mannal of King
George 111,

For important} family reasons, the King or-
dered the marringe to be sept secret unil after
his death,

The Royal Marriage act, by which members
of the Royal Fumily were prevented marrying
except with the consent ot the reigning sove
reign, was not paseed until the year 1772,

gil:ve Wilmot, Duchess ot Cumberland, gave
birth 10 & danghter on the 3d of April, 1772, at
Warwick, Tobe child was privately baptized as
Ollve, danghter of the Duke of Cnmberland and
Oiave hig wile, by Dr, Wilmol, at tae residence
of his moiher, The King, however, com-
manded that tLis child should be rebaptized, at
the Church of 5t, Nicholas, in Warwick, in order
that ehe m'ghr pass asthe child off De. Wilmot's
brother, Rovert Witmort, and Anna Maris, his
wite, She was there entered m the register-
book as Olive Wilmot only.

The Duke ol Cumberland had already become
firel of his lovely voung wile, and in 1771,
shorily betore the birth ot Olive, he conesived
the project of lignoring bis private marciage,
and coniracting a second unfon.  His nuptals
with Lady Horton, daughter of the tirst Earl ol
Qorhampton, snd widow of Christopher Horton,
Eiq., were publicly rolemulzed,

corge 111, 1t s sald, was so indignant at the
conduct of bis brother, that he refuszd to re-
<etve him or Lady Horton at Court, and *‘took
every precantion that while he shielded the
Duke of Cuomberland from the legal conse-
ences of hig crime, he should in no way im
the reputation of the lawlul Duchess
ve, or the legpumacy of her intant daughter.”
~One gf the docnments produced in court runs
a8 follows:—''George R. We declare the birth
of Olive, the infant of the Dake of OQumberland,
by Olive, his Duchess, to be leeitimate, who is
condemued to privicy by the act of bigamy
commited by her royal father,”

Olive grew up under the care of Dr. Wilmot,
snd in total ignorance ot her paréntage. She
bore a very strong likeness to the royal family,
ue her portrait testities. Atan early age she ex-
Rabited decioed literary tasies, and a tulent for
drawing. She waue tuken to London to receive
instruction in this art, which she passionately
loved, and there became acqoninted with Joln
Toomas Serres, marine painter to the Admiraliy,
To this gentleman she was united in 1792, by
her grandiathér, Dr. Wilmot. She must have
acquired scme proficiency a8 an artist, for*z

was ultimately wppointed landscape painte
Beoree 117, and exhibited some ol her works at
the Bribsh Iustitution, 1806,

Among the many Hiugulilr revelations made
during the recent trial s oce which, \f it be true,
clears up the long disputed poiut us to the au-
thorship of the letters of Junius, They were
writien by Dr. Wilmot, his grunddavehter as-
serts, to obtain redress from George 111, who,
writhing under their sharp lash, was induced to
sign certain certideates testifylog to the mar
rigge of Olive Wilmot and the birth of herehild,
The younthiul Olive made the discovery ncoi-
dentally, when she was but lourceen years old,
Ble chanced to take from her grandiather's )i
brary some loose sheots ol old manuzeripls to
seribble and draw upou, and they weie found
to be some of the levters of Junius,

Dr, Wilmot, at his death, confided the docu.
ments proving the marringe ol the Doke of
Cumbeérland pnd his davgbter, and the birch of
Olive, to the Barl of Warwick, who made known
*thedr existéncs to his late Royal Highpess the
Duke of Kent, After they had beon lnspioted
by the Duke, they were delivered to Olive her-
self, and the hiswry of her birth was for the
first time made known to her. The Earl ol
Warwick, however, persusded her that her
mother’s marriage was against the provisions of
the Roval Marriage nct, and jt was not until
1810 that she was Inlsrmed by the Rev. Mr,
Rennie that the sct did net become law until
five yeprs allor her mother's unfon with the Dako
of Cumberland, .

The Barl of Warwick died soon afier Dr,
Wilmot,

The Duke of Kent treated Oliye with the ut
wost kinduess, and assured her that upon the
demise of the Kine he would use Lis influence
to Induce the then Prince Regeat to restore
to ber her nights and property. The Duke also
allowed her during hia llie an unnun{nuf £400,
which he somotimes paid to bex person,

pomelimes sent by private hsunds, or drafis on
b banker,

After the death of the Dake of Kent, his Royal
Highness the Duke of Sussex. visited ulive, in.

ted the documents in her povsesslon, and
zeclnled himwself loctly satintied . with' the
Ignalores of k' late father, Thé Dike ol

Arence, alter f King Wilham 1V, also
vieted (llhe. and showed her much conellern-
tiom, Bhe also recelved kindnesses from her
H“M{)me Queen Dowager,

¢ Duke of Clareoce, while he did vot heal-
tate to conless his bellet that the different docu-
ments were slened by his Iate Majesty, King
George 111, declined, for important reasons, he
sald, 1o call the attention of Kmg George LV 1o
the elaims of Olive,

Her davghter, Mrs, Ryves, when she was a
clald, was visited, with her motter, at Brighton,
by Lady Lonsdale and the Dowager Marchloness
ol Devonshire, and while there they wentto a
ball given by the Prince of Wales; to be sure,
the ball took place at a tavern; but all e balls
of the Prince of Wales were then given at the
Tavern, instead ot at the Pavilion, The Prince
eeveral times presemied the child with £5 to
buy dolls,

e untoriunate Olve was finally indueed to
remove (0 France, where, alter enduring many
trn‘ntmnu and rrﬂnt sudenngs;, she died, in
November, 1835, her danghter deolnres, of a
broken heart.

Mre. Ryves, who was the mother of six ohal-
dien, progured a diveree srom her husvand in
1841 (und divorees in England are only granted
vpon the stiongedt grounds): sinee that period
she has been dependent upon her own ex-
e1tione,

An sttempt was made to prove to the jury that
“Prnoess Olive” was of unsound mind, nnd s
an evidence of this insunity s letter was pro-
duced written by her, dated 31st May, 1810, ad-
aoressed to the Karl of Warwick, contaming a
clroumstantinl account ot a visit pall by the
vplrit of his lordship's tuther to the writer, A
second letter was broveht rorward, in which she
wams the Prince of Wales, and relales a singu-
lar dream. in which the splrit of the Duke of
Cun berland yecommends her to appeal to his
roj &l brother, These proofs of insanity did not
uppear to be vory convineing to eitoer the jury
or the crowd which thronged the vourt

To disercdir the autbenueity of the doenmen t=
was the enly ground upon which it was found
vhat the petitionec’s clmms could be denmied,
Mre, Hyves avd ber mother had naturally, lor
yewrs, colleeted every sersp ol paper which ap-
pearcd to support thelr claim, and 1o the great
wultipieity ol documents in their possession, if
gome coula nol be proved anthentie, there cer-
talnly was no renson to charge these Indies with
bemng impostors,

The Lord Chief Daron stated 1o the Court that
il the alleged mnrriace between the Duke ol
Cumberland and Olive Wilmot took place, then
the marriage ot thelr davghter witn My, Serres
was illegal, not having had the consent of the
sovereign, and the Koyal Marrisge act being
then in Joree,

The jury decided that the petitioner's mother,
Olive Serres, was not the legitimate daughter of
the Duke of Comberland, and tunt the Duke was
not leenlly married ro Olive Wilmot.

Will many unprejodiced minds, citer examin-
ing even thut portion of the lucis which no one
uttempts to deny, come to the same conclusion ?
